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• Teams axe working on industry and PM comments on the FDA’s regulations. 

• A comprehensive mobilization plan has been developed in coordination with PM USA and WRA. 


• In response to the FDA’s assertion of jurisdiction over tobacco, the industry filed suit on Aug. 10. 
The government has 60 days to respond. The case has been assigned to Judge Osteen. We are 
aggressively pursuing strategies on the legal, scientific, communications, and political fronts 
designed to continue our efforts to prevent youth access, and defeat FDA jurisdiction.
